Report Town School District 


During the past year, with the exception of one term 
at South Water St. our schools have been in charge of 
teachers of long experience. 

Miss Sarah Sawyer has completed five years work in 
the primary department at the Plain. She still retains 
her reputation as a thorough, conscientious teacher. — 

Miss Lena Tuttle has returned to the Plain grammar 


school for another year and is working hard to bring her 


pupils up to the standard required of them. . 

In Sept. five pupils from this school began a high 
school course. Twoin Concord and threein Penacook. 

The changes in teachers at Water St. seemed to be un- 
avoidable. The teachers in this and in the High: St. 
school seemed to awaken a spirit of cooperation in their 
pupils and asa result good work was accomplished. 

Our enumeration shows quite a deérease in the number 
of pupils in.the district. The average i attendance 
of all schools for the year ending July 15, 1910 was 54.6 

Seven pupils from Canterbury have ca! the Plain 
schools. 

Pupils are required, by law, to read pibud at least once 
during the last year of the course below the High School, 
the constitution of the U. S. and of the state of N. H. 
To increase the interest in the study of Civics, Forman’s 
Essentials of Civil Government has been introduced. 

The old edition of Blaisdell’s, Our Bodies and How we 
live, has been exchanged for the new edition. 

To aid in the study of geography a supply of maps is 
needed. Five have been purchased this year and it is 
hoped a few will be added every year until each school 
room is well supplied. 

Instruction in the principles of the humane treatment 
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of animals is required.. To meet this, Black Beauty @has 
been furnished the schools to be used by all Dupe who 
are able to read the story. 

Only a few necessary repairs have been made this year, 

The foundation of the school house at Water St. needs 
repairing, | 

New desks and a new floor are badly needed in the 
lower room at the Plain. 

We hope the district will vote to make an appropriation 
for these needed repairs.
